Gov Willson, then reviewing briefly 
the hold which the Kuklux and toll- 
gut* wars had hud upon Kentuckians, 
led up to the tobacco war. which pro¬ 
duced "night riding," and this he re¬ 
viewed at length.

"My promise to the people that they 
would need no lawyers If they hurt 
anyone In defense of their homes was 
kept," sold the Governor, “and there 
wiiJ be no pardons for the crime* of 
pillage, plant scraping, burning and 
organized murder. But nowt the peo¬ 
ple are coming Into their own. and I 
look for trials and convictions, a rare 
thing up to this time. The faith I 
have had in the plucky and impetuous 
stock from which I sprung is being 
Justified, and I am (flad that I was 
Governor In the troublous time. The 
politician or time-server who parleys 
with crime in a ‘straight American' 
State like Kentucky will be rebuked 
Instantly and latterly woo will come 
to him. 

"I behove that there can be no re¬ 
newal of tho trouble.

Evils of Legal Argument. 


Bctheny. Aviation Field. Rhoims. Aug. 
25.—Another sensational exploit wo* 
added to the marvels of aviation week 
to-day when Paulhan, the plucky 
Frencp aviator, broke the world's rec* 
ord in a wonderful flight of two hours 
fifty-three minutes and twenty-four 
seconds. During twenty minutes of the 
time Paulhan had a heavy rain and 
windstorm to contend against. 

The previous official record for time 
in the air was made by Wilbur Wright 
at Lemons, December*S 1 , two hours 
twenty minutes twenty-three and 
one-Afth seconds. Tho unofficial 
record was two hours twenty- 
seven minutes and fifteen sec¬ 
onds, made by Sommer at Marmeb 
ons. Paulhan's new record for the dis¬ 
tance was about 134 kilometers, or 
eighty-three miles. Us made thirteen 
circuits of the course and the wind 
squall passed a* he was coming down 
the home stretch for the last time. 
Simultaneously the dirigible CoL Ren- 
ard appeared to the westward, plowing 
its way majestically through tha smoko 
of the city of Rhelms.

The evils of legn.1 argument, based 
on misconception of testimony, wore 
touched upon in the address to-night 
of Justice William L. Carpenter, of 
Michigan, on "Courts of Last Appeal," 
before tho American Bar Association, 
now in annual convention in tbl* city.

I feel as though 
I were address.ng the church of tne 
Firstborn. 

The United States nevor needed to ad¬ 
vertise The two fathers of the republic, 
George III a|ld George Washington, 
lighted a flame of world-wtdn Interest In 
this amkxing country that will never be 
quenched. The Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence is the greatest, moat persistent 
piece o t campaign literature that was 
ever circulated. I render tho authors of 
It the highest homage when 1 say that, 
if they w*re alive now. they would be 
earning fabulous salaries writing for dis¬ 
play columns.

Effect Instantaneous. 


The effect of the earnest advertise¬ 
ment of the birth-pains of a mighty na¬ 
tion was Instantaneous, palnable, ever¬ 
lasting. It reverberated through the 
abodes of tyranny. I heard It reverber¬ 
ating In the firecrackers that were dis¬ 
covered bv some United Btates editors 
while traveling In the valley of the Sas¬ 
katchewan on July 4 Uet 

Soil, climate and a world-spread belief 
in liberty conspired to publish, tn all the 
ends of the earth, tbe good tidings of 
your self continent, which Is almost 
as large aa Canada, until myriads flock«Hl 
to you from evety kindred and tribe and 
tongue. S<d1 and climate continually do 
cry; and so does belief In liberty, except 
tn a few magasln© writers and trembling 
millionaires Of New York, which Is the 
express showdown of American prosper¬ 
ity: the gilded apotheosis of the Immi¬ 
grant; a famous Englishman said to me 
not long ago; "They are simply wallow¬ 
ing In dollars." 

"That Town Ontario.” 

Canada was not so favored by High 
Heaven. Whatever George III. may have 
done for us. h* did not provoke a Wash¬ 
ington to unfold his genius tn the St. 
Lawrence hinterland. Nor wore we sup¬ 
plied with ad. writer# glorified Into states¬ 
men. When George III had received 1^* 
le*«on vnu bnd won your responsi¬ 

bility. England took time to think over 
the situation and forgot Canada Her 
majesty’s privy council once emitted a 
document which described the vast 
province of Ontario as *fih*t town." 

All 1 1wtt has been changed. In Eng¬ 
land they hAve ceased to ask whether 
ihe Canadians speak English writh diffi¬ 
culty and have, begun to suspect their 
own aspirates. In tbe United States you 
are prepared to believe that we are ac¬ 
quainted with sunlight, and can grow 
enough grain and vegetables and fruit to

You have received nearly three million 
Canadians Into your body commercial I 
am nfraJd to Imagine what would have 
bocom© of you without them Let It be 
said for you that you knew how to treat 
them. Tney were never regarded as for- 
elgnens. We are doing our best to re¬ 
turn »he nomnllment. 

With ih©\ Immortal Declaration echoing 
through the world, and with the contribu¬ 
tion we were making to your growth, the 
population of Canada Increased slowly. 
When Canada West was opened for settle¬ 
ment there was a temporary flocking to 
the plains, and then an experience, sim¬ 
ilar to but not so disastrous as that which 
Induced sundry people crossing the Mts- 
©ouri eastward, to inscribe on their wag¬ 
ons: "In Kansas we trusted; In Kansas 
we busted " 

There was an Immigration Department 
of the Ministry of the Interior, but it 
achieved little. Immigration was Ilk© a 
stream of grace flowing through Wall 
street—undoubtedly present, but quite un¬ 
obtrusive. It was truly a case of works 
without faith being dead.

The Advertising Legislator. 


In 1888 at a meeting In a little school- 
house eight miles from Brandon. I ncurd 
Clifford Slfton. a young lawyer, state 
his case for election to the Manitoba leg¬ 
islature. Next day. I visited a neighbor, 
ing Englishman, who prophesl«nl with tn« 
that the candidate would mnke a big 
mark in Canadian poliucs. Mr. Slfton 
won the election, and soon entered the 
provincial government. In 1894 he was 
elected to the Dominion Parliament, and 
bo* a me a Cabinet Minister at 37. Less 
than a month ago at Ottawa he told me 
how. tiM Minister of the Interior. In Sir 
Wilfrid LaurlcEs Cabinet, he planned 
and carried out th© adv©rUsing of 
ern Canada, which has put a million jwo- 
ple, and uncounted million* of dollars. Into 
the three provinces that lie between the 
Lake of the Wood* and tho Rocky Moun¬ 
tains; and. Incidentally has done more for 
your foreign trade than anything else. 

Mr. Slfton went to tha West us a boy. 
lie studied law in Winnipeg, and prac¬ 
ticed It in Brandon. He brenme con¬ 
vinced that Western Canada was the best 
agricultural country In the world. He 
knew also that most p«*offle. especially in 
the United States, would as soon believe 
that two and two nre five, as bell*vs that. 
When Laurter invited him to Join the 
Cabinet, he would only do It If he were to 
be saved the trouble of convincing the 
twelve oilier iu«*n In tbo Cabinet, every 
time h* w'nntt»d to spend a dollar, that he 
knew exactly how he would spend It, and 
what the effect Would be.

Judge of the City Court 
of Memphis, spoke at The 
bach last night on 

a City.’* Judge Floyd addressed the 
convention from the standpoint of the 
newspaper editor of many years* ex¬ 
perience. He said that that experience 
had made it necessary for him to study 
advertising In every phase, especially 
community advertising. • 

A newspaper, said he. is nothing more 
nor it*** than a vehicle for liic promo¬ 
tion of publicity of various kind*. Upon 
the ae^umplton that, mure people are In¬ 
terested In ,politic* than In any other 
subject of * newspaper discussion, tho 
greater purt of the editorial space of 
most newspapers is devoted to factional 
and partisan il::»cu»*ion. 

In this assumption the speaker de¬ 
clared that he had come to the conclu¬ 
sion that the vdltors were mistaken. 
He believes that the public Is more In¬ 
terested in the promotion of the com¬ 
mercial and industrial Interests of their 
cities and sections than in Kilkenny 
cat fights over political power und 
place. His subject would have fitted 
his thoughts on this occasion better If 
It had been entitled Community Adver¬ 
tising Instead of City Advertising, for 
ho desired to discus# the subject m Its 
broadest scope.

Individual Advertising Pays. 


It would be a work of sup prorogation, 
said the speaker, for him to Instruct 
these post masters In tho art of adver¬ 
tising.

ual Those cities that are making most 
actlv«» effort* to herald their advantage* 
to the world nre forging ahead In the 
race of civic supremacy. There is Mill 
great room for improvement In the 
methods used, however, and the ques¬ 
tion of the beM system for boa»tlng a 
community l# the one of most vital im¬ 
portance to tike advertising fraternity at 
this lime.

aside a part of Its revanue every year for 
this purpose. 

Especially la this true of the Southern 
States. They have enormous natural re¬ 
sources that are entirely unutilized for 
the want of capital and men to develop 
them The tide of immigration and of 
Investment had act steadily toward the 
Northeast and the South had got only a 
f*»w dripping* of the overflow, because 
there Is a widespread conception of the 
conditions of this nectlon of the United 
States, both abroad and In the northern 
part of the union. Interested fa broad* 
In the Northwest have for many years 
literally sown Europe down with litera¬ 
ture advertising the country along their 
line# and representing the South as a 
region to be avoided, abounding only 
In negroes and swamr* and malaria. 

• • • 

Campaign of Education. 


So manifest Is this that tt ought not 
to take any argument to prove that it 
la nothing except equitable tliat all should 
be called upon to defmy the expenses 
of a campaign of city advertising. If 
It could be legally or constitutionally 
done the fund* for this purpose should 
be provided out of the public treasury 
Unfortunately It Is not cooat Itutlonal for 
cities In many States to prbvide for the 
expense In this way. There Is no such 
inhibition, however, on the States them¬ 
selves. and I believe that every State In 
the union would find It profitable to set 


It will take a tremendous rxmpntgn of 
education coetlng hundreds of thousands 
of dollar* to remove this Impression and 
to turn the tide of Northern Europe Im¬ 
migration in this derectlon. There are 
fourteen Bout hern States. If each one 
of them would contribute $10,000 a year 
to this purpose the South would soon 
blossom ns a rose Our waste places 
would bo built up, the hum of tndmitry 
would be heard in every nook and corner 
of lhe Southern Slates. They could spend 
no money so profitably. 

For instance, if Kentucky should spend 
$100,000 and get 1,000 new citizens who 
would pav tuxes of $100 a year each, 
sho would get back her money at ones 
and directly, not to speak of the cumulat¬ 
ive benefits coming through the years 
thereafter and of the Immense indirect 
benefit# that would arise from such cit¬ 
izenry. 

I understand that there Is an effort 
brine made by private Individual* In 
Washington to accomplish this result, 
nut it 1* too herculean in Its rbaracter 
for any set of private Individuals who* 
can lie induced to provide such u fund. 
This Ftate advertising would make the 
city advertising Immensely more irofitn- 
ble. Just as the advertising of the mu¬ 
nicipalities would give vastly more effect 
to the money spent for publicity hv In¬ 
dividuals And while the cities cannot 
accomplish the greatest results w.*rRing 
alone without Stutc aid. they can perform 
wonders when their efforts sro properly 
conceived and directed.

One 
aide has to do with our settlement and 
growth a* a people and our progress 
along social and political Unea This U 
what we call our civil side, and this la 
really the source of all our Southern sen¬ 
timent. For who could find sentiment In 
% history redolent with deeds of romance 
and chivalry, teeming with examples of 
valor und heroism and hardened withal 
to the spilling of blood? That Kentucky 
has had a noble share In this glorious his¬ 
tory goes without question AU around 
you are the evidences of our contribution 
to It. Physically, gentlethen, you are on 
the ton floor of a modern hotel, but senti¬ 
mentally you sre qn the ground where 
that Intrepid leader. George Rogers Clark, 
ind hi* faithful allies planted the stake# 
of civilization In 1778. It Is a pleasing re¬ 
flection that during your stay in our midst 
you shall doubtless mingle with the de¬ 
scendants of these noble pioneers.

Hard by the cabin of his nativity 
hi# countless followers from all over tho 
world have raised a monument to per¬ 
petuate the praise of rhl# colossal figure 
iu American history’ Nor does it detract 
one whit from the glory of the gift when 
we say that the tnought of the Lincoln 
Farm was first conceived and carried to 


Indeed, much has been done by various 
elites. Unfortunately, however, these ef¬ 
forts are not usually well systematised 


or well correlated. One body of men will 
work Independently to secure conventions. 

Another association will seek to secure 
wholesale trade, and stilt another will 
exert it* efforts to Induce the location of 
factories, and so on for every separate 
entt?rprl«e of a public nature. The same 
set of public-spirited citizen* usually bear 
the brunt of soliciting and* contributing 
fund*. 

The Ideal system would be to correlate 
all these various effort*, consolidate them, 
put them under one strong official intelli¬ 
gent head and let there be well organized 
and well systematized unity of purpose 
at every stage of the movements for the 
public good. 0 The (dace* which have 
worked out these Idea* most successfully 
are those which have begun by calling 
together fifty or one hundred leading men 
and allowing them to map out the plans 
and practically assess various individuals 
in the community the amount that they 
should 'contribute ir they are men who 
will head subscriptions themselves with 
large amounts, and men of influence. In 
whom the people have confidence, what 
they say is substantially the law In which 
all acquiesce. 

Raise Large Fund. 

In this way a large fund Is rabed once 
for all at the beginning of the year. So¬ 
licitation covers everybody In the com¬ 
munity that ought to go on these sub¬ 
scription list*. A certificate Is given to 
each cantrlbuier, which Is his patent of 
Immunity from any further contributions 
for these purposes during the year It 
makes It lighter on all concerned because 
it covers a wider range. It takes off of 
the public-spirited men the annoyance of 
having to pass around tly hat at frequent 
Intervals. It is very much more econom¬ 
ical and more etficlsnl than any other 

J ilitn that could be adopted. After the 
und* are raised the same committee di¬ 
rects how they should be expended. 

All means of publicity ought to be UJMM. 
Thr newspapers and magazine# and bill¬ 
board* and various novelty devices should 
all be called In action. The local news¬ 
paper* are Invaluable In working up local 
sentiment to th** desired point. The whole 
community can be aroused and enthused. 
In fact, as much good results from stlr- 
rtng the latent energies of the home poo- 
plt* as in attracting outside attention. It 
does everybody good. It brings more 
business to the newspapers and to the ad 
writers.

Gives Facts and Figures Showing Immense Volume of 
Business Transacted. 


DVERTISINO In the South” wa« 
tho subject of St. Elmo Mas- 
ecngalc's address at The Soel- 
bach last night. Mr. Maaaen- 
gale Is from Atlanta, Qa., and Is presi¬ 
dent of the M&asengale Advertising 
Company. His address, which Is full 
of Interest, follows: 

1 believe In advertising, like the small 
boy in school, who wrote the mysterious 
words on the blackboard, and who appar¬ 
ently received entirely satisfactory re¬ 
turns. but 1 went your permission to 
enlarge. Just a little, on the wording of 
the subject as It stand* on the programme 
of this convention. 1 want u> consider 
advertising, not alone in the South, but of 
the South, for the two are so cloecly as¬ 
sociated that it seems Impossible to dis¬ 
cuss one phase without the other. A 
very large part of the profitable publicity 
that has been put out in the South dur¬ 
ing the past dosen years, lias boon adver¬ 
tising of the South. 

First, what la the Held for publicity In 
this section to-day—end let us confino It 
to the present—tho kind of people who are 
to be reached In the South, their buying 
capacity, their tastes and Inclinations In 
buying and the* possible returns that are 
to be gathered from reaching them?

Federal Census. 


The Federal census of 1300. now almost 
out of date, affords the most recent and 
authoritative set of figures for all the 
fourteen Southern States. It gave them? 
Slates slightly more than 23,28tMwi> popu¬ 
lation. Incidentally and as a matter of 
Interest, the same census gave Massa¬ 
chusetts a population of 837 to the square 
mile. It Is probably much greater to¬ 
day. With tho same density of popula¬ 
tion Georgia would have W.^OOG, ana the 
fourteen Stales, called the Southern 
States, would have 2HO.OW.OOO people. Al¬ 
most two-thirds of these AOOO.UOO people 
In the Southern States in 1900 w«?r* 

whites, tho remaining 33 per cent, being 
divided between black, Indian and other 
race*. Assuming that these relative pro¬ 
portions hold good at tho present time 
(although some authorities believe that 
the proportion of whites wilt show a per¬

this large use of space Is not altogother 
promoted by chteip rotes. for the aver¬ 
age rate Is not exceeded by metropolitan 
dailies Of the North and East in propor¬ 
tion to circulation. 

The growth of Southern dry goods 
stores Into great department emporiums 
has developed the demand for large news¬ 
paper space. The wonderful popularity 
of automobiles and the establishment of 
ngoncles and warehouses for their distri¬ 
bution in thn South, have increased the 
use of advertising space to enormous ag¬ 
gregates.

Liberal Advertiser*. 


Among the liberal advertisers in the 
Southeast and Middle South are the 
schools and colleges of these'sections. A 
more significant fact could hardly bo 
cited Indicating, as it does, the patron¬ 
age of educational Institutions by South¬ 
ern people. Recent special educational 
editions of the great dallies in Atlanta, 
Birmingham. Montgomery. Nashville, 
New Orleans, and, in fact, of nearly oveor 
large Southern city aro eloquent proofs 
that the South is keeping even pace with 
the rest of the country toward the re¬ 
finements of higher and more general 
* duration It is as wdll an Indication of 
'the growing wealth Of the South that Its 
men and women spend earh year more 
money on the education of their children. 
The lime ha* not yet passed w’hen the 
gen**rul estimate of higher edacation has 
ceased to regard it as more or less of a 
luxury, and the Increased expenditure by 
any community for education Is proof of 
IncreaSina wealth. 

Still another significant story Is told 
by the general post-office depnrtm* nt. 
It is an admitted fact everywhere that 
publications, dally, weekly and monthly, 
which use the postal sendee for their dis¬ 
tribution could not exist wore it not lor 
the eupp^'t given by tho advertiser. 
These periodicals are carried under sec¬ 
ond'd* *s postal rates, and the receipts 
from this class of mail matter are the 
largest single item of postal Income. The 
algnltlunnce of this lies In the fact that 
the postal receipts of tho offices at At- 
'Unli, Nashville ami Louisville place 
them among the first score of cities In 
the United States In this respect, and 
a number of other Southern cities follow 
close behind In this classification.

Special Inducements. 


Taking then the nearly 18.000.000 buyers 
In the South, who are, or who may oe, 
reached by legitimately framed advertis¬ 
ing. study first their buying capacity. 
The South before tho war between the 
States was tho richest section per capita 
in the United Stales. The devastations 
of war and of reconstruction made it 
the poor os t. From 1900 to 1907 the value 
of manufactured product in the South In¬ 
creased 31 per cent., and It Is now about 
$10 for every man. woman and child, 
white and black. In this territory. In the 
same period her banking capital increased 
54 per coni.; her bank deposits increased 
192 per ocnL; and her banking resources 
increased M per cant. The wealth of the 
South was Increased In 1907 (the latest 
year for which reasonably reliable and 
complete statistics are available) by her 
cotton crop $716,352,265, or U. 390,000 for 
every working day In the year. 

The value of other crops, of manufac¬

000. The wealth of the Southern whits 
man Is Increasing to-day at u rale beyond 
that of any other section of tb«» United 
State*. his per capita Indebtedness Is 
next to the smallest in the country; his 
purchasing power is Increasing propor¬ 
tionately more rapidly than that of his 
Northern or Western brother.

OW to advertise ho that when 
people reading the ad can Im¬ 
mediately comprehend what Is 
to be sold by the advertiser, 
and realize without a socond thought 
that the article advertised Is the very 
articl* warndd. was mode clear In a 
masterly address on “Advertising; 
What It Js, and Its Effects Upon Che 
Consumer.” by Frank Van Camp, of 
the Van Camp pork and bean pock¬ 
ing company, of Indianapolis, yester¬ 
day. Mr. Van Comp la being recog- 
u.xod am u professor of advertising, and 
his countc* Is sought by merchants and 
manufacturers the country* over. H* 
spoke s* Je. gth on the different m«»li« 
ods of advertising, and told those sio 
made up ms audience how to select 
mediums, how to writo copy and how 
to bo honest In business. 

In thj courso of his experience, by 
said, hi* r.ame became so well kmivii 
by his advertisements that he was soon 
taken lor the "bean man,” and that 
yet, when he asked those with whom 
he casre in contact, and who know 
him by reputation, whether or not the/ 
used hi product they answered in the 
negative. This, he said, gave him a 
hint thut thero war something wrong 
with the copy, and so he Improved o*» 
it steadily'until It became perfect be¬ 
yond criticism. In the course of his 
remarks Mr. Van Camp said:

Mr. Van Camp's Address. 

When a man advertises he Is gen^mlty 
supposed to use newspaper*, magazines, 
street-car signs, bill boards, wail signs or 
circular*, or to demonstrate, or distribute 
samples. 

In my opinion, every business man, 
either retailer, jobber or manufacturer, 
advertise*, but many of them are appar¬ 
ently unconscious of tho fact. 

A retailer could nave rent by having 
his store In a back alley, but wishing to 
sttract tho attention of a greater num¬ 
ber of people, he locates on a prominent 
street and charges the excess rent to gen- 
era! expense rather than to his advcrtia- 
gf account, where it properly belongs, 
when a merchant moves from a aide 
street to a prominent thorough tan# It is 
&«aui« he want* to advertise. 

fiV bon a merchant puts a sign over his 
door or us-a a show window to dlspluy 
JjJLWf advertising. When the 

clerk b.-lund tho counter displays goods 
that have not beet* asked for by tho pros- 
pecuye customer he in advertising. The 
merchant who moves 1 his business from 
tho country village to the county seat— 
the man who moves from the county sent 
to the city—the ' manufac turer who In- 
cneaaes his sales forces from one man 
to ten—the man who extend# his business 
from tho local field to hln State, from a 
btate to the national market, ha* in mini 
the extension of his field of operation- 
U»e seeing and talking with more people— 
in other words, advertising.

Everbody Must Advertise. 

I say again, every merchant and manu- 
faeturer advertises and believes In ad- 
yertieing, a* without it in some form no 
bufUu.ns could survive for a year. 

Any kind of on announcement by a 
ra-\mhant or a manufacturer that he has 
merchandise for sale or trado is advertis¬ 
ing, but tho announcement may be g<»od« 
bad or Indifferent, and may bo profitable 
or unprofitable. 

The man who buys space and fills It 
with trash Is no more entitk d to success 
than tho retail merchant who fills his 
lino window with trash The man who se 
loci* thu wrong medium and fills the 
space with good copy, makes tho sam« 
mistake as the man with a fine show win- 
(low located in an alley. 

Advertising In poor in*«dltuns—the use ol 
soor copy in good mediums, or advertis¬ 
ing goods that don't satisfy the consumer 
I* an i-xpt-nso. AdvortlsUiK jpropari - dor 
on goods of quality is an investment and 
not an expense.

Returns Sometimes Slow. 


get an order from a new man they are 
spoiling a good orospect unlere the article 
to bo advertised is a man-order proposi¬ 
tion. I think the man offering advertis¬ 
ing for sale should study the Business of 
his prospective customer in order that hl» 
advice may be good, and If he secures an 
order he should see that the space Is filled 
with good copy and that the advertising 
dovetails with the buyer's sales organisa¬ 
tion. He -Mould never forget that one 
hundred dollars* worth of space and twen¬ 
ty dollars* worth of copy will produce 
more business than double the amount of 
spec* anJ poor copy. He should also re¬ 
member that you can't sell thieshlng ma¬ 
chines In the city or typewriters in the 
country. He should never sell a man 
with No. 10 feet a pair of No. & shoes; It 
Isn't fair, and then lbs second call might 
be disagreeable. \

Money spent 
In advertising buys a definite something 
of value—you may call It good will or de¬ 
mand—ootneihlng of value that cannot be 
taken away from the owner if he stays on 
the Job and doesn’t go to sleep. The owner 
may sell it for cash or keep it-and collect 
dividends on the Investment 

Faith and enthusiasm are equally nec¬ 
essary on the part of tho buyer as well 
as the seller of either advertising or mar.

number of replica amounted to more than 
30 per cent of the total' circulation of a!l 
the {tapers used. 

Having nrowri that consumers do iea.l 
odvertisemvntK. j will divide them into 
two classes: 1 r*t— those who become fa- 
mfilar with the name of the article 
advertised hut who never buy It; second— 
those who actually buy it. 

If an advertiser has too many of cla^s 
number one on his list of r**ader# It la 
caused by the use of cony that U weak 
snd not convincing on hU particular ar¬ 
ticle, although the same kind of copy 
used In the earn* medium* may have been 
successful on some other article. 

Class number two may l><j subdivided 
Into tw»» clivs^es: Those who continue 
buying day nft*r day anJ year after yt-ar, 
and those who buy once, but never re¬ 
peat tuxause of inferior qual.iv or nd\er- 
tlaments thul misrepresent. If an adver¬ 
tised arti le Is aa rvpr rented, the pur¬ 
chaser receives nu tnnro than he or afu% is 
entitled to, ami therefore says nothing 
but keeps on buying—but in case of rnis- 
ivpre*.-ncation, they will go out of their 
way to tell their dealer and their neigh*

The grocer 
on the next corner, across the street, or 
In the next block, bought the goods be¬ 
cause he was convinced that he wanted 
them, and when they were delivered he 
unpacked and prominently displayed Hie 
entire purchase. On the seond call this 
grocer was ready for another order.

The “Ad” Boys. 

Hwyy are -the real thing'*—^these rep- 
| renrntatives of the National Associated 
Advertising Clubs now hobnobbing In 
[ Louisville. They arc the Incarnation 
of tbs modern spirit of push and thrift 
which is behind all our material de- 
velopmenL They are not tho businoes 
of the country, but they at and for that 
which Is the llfo of the business of the 

country. 

Those who keep up with tho times 
know that the art of advertising a* 
now' practiced Is a recent art. It did 
not exist fifty, or twenty-flve year# ago, 
though advertising in some form has 
existed over since business has exist¬ 
ed. For business cannot exist without 
advertising, and -that the old clumsy 
conventional methods of advertising 
have been succeeded In those latter 
years by advertising which ts conduct¬ 
ed by alert, bright, even brilliant men. 
who moke it a profesaion in liaelf. Is a 
condition that is an accompaniment— 
in a Terr large degree a cause—of the 
greater, liver and better systematised 
business of the country. 

' * There la no man who understands 
better the elements of success In busi¬ 
ness than the competent "ud" man — 
none who understands butler the ab»>- 
lute necessity of Intelligent arid ener¬ 
getic advertising for the fulV'devoiop 
meat and sustenance of bu*iiu>*»—and 
many a time It is he who understands 
it better than tho proprietor of the 
bualne&s himself, for thousands aro the 
proprietors who have been brought by 
tb© "ad" men to a©© the advantages of 
advertlslng am conducted by one who 
knows what tho most effective adver¬ 
tising is and knows how to do that sort 
(>( advertising. 

And of that character are tho men 
who are now with us. They aro tho 
keenest representatives of the vigor, 
shrewdness and brains that upbuild 
and uphold our vast and vastly grow¬ 
ing business fabric, and as such they 
fjonor any live city with their presence. 
They could but benefit any laggard 
city; they could, If anything could, anl- 
mato any dead city. 


Tlia Latent Joker. 

The Treasury Department has ruled 
that ffierchaudLe originating In tho 
Philippines and transshipped at Hong 
ICung is not entitled to free admission 
Into the United States under the •'direct 
shipment" provision of the Philippine 
station of tho Payne bill. Upon waiv¬ 
ing a protest from New York importers 
tho department reaffirmed its ruling. 

From a Washington dispatch setting 
forth tho contention of the Importers 
the following paragraph Is reprinted: 

•They insisted that It was the Intent 
of Congress to prevent tho free Import* 
lion of Philippine products which prior 
to their shipment to the United States 
had entered Into a commerce of a 
foreign country. They maintained that 
where the merchandise was ,sent to the 
United States from Manila under one 
bill of lading, the mere fact that It 1 
transshipped at Hong Kong or other port 
of the Far East did not render it tneligi 
hie to tho free trade privileges 0 f lh0 
Payne law.** 

Wan It the intention of the Payno 
bill to penalize ail Philippine shipments 
transshipped at Hong Kong? If so, 
for whose benefit was this Joker insert 
ad In a measure already widely famous 
for the number of Jokers and likely to 
Increase its fame as its application de¬ 
velop* tho Intent of its various provis¬ 
ions? 

It Is the misfortune of the Philippines 
that they are very much more remote 
from th© ports of America as run the 
steamer lines than they are as the map 
of the world is measured. A line of 
steamers from Manila to a Pacific coast 
port, let us say Los Angeles, would 


bring the islands several days nearer 

than they are via Hong Kong. To ship 
In ono bottom from Manila via Hong 
Kong, the Philippine consignor must 
wait the sailing of one of the few ships 
bound for San Francisco or Seattle via 
[Hong Kong and the Japanese ports. 
Tho voyage from Yokohama to Seattle 
Is eleven or twelve days In good weath¬ 
er. and from Yokohama to San Fran¬ 
cisco, touching at Honolulu, is about 
sixteen days In good weather. Presum¬ 
ably. the chief reason for transshipping 
at Hong Kong Is that a tri-weekly 
service between Manila and Hong Kong 
is maintained by an English line, and it 
is possible to gain time by taking ad¬ 
vantage of the frequency of sailings be¬ 
tween the chief Philippine port and 
Hong Kong combined with opportuni¬ 
ties to transship at that port to steam¬ 
ers that do not lose time calling at the 
Japanese ports made by the few Ameri¬ 
can steamers that visit Manila. 

If certain Philippine products are to 
bo admitted duty free to forbid their 
admission unless they are shipped in 
one bottom is a legislative absurdity. It 
is difficult to understand why such a 
provision should have been made unless 
it was for the benefit of the owners of 
the steamers that must transport tho 
duty free freight under the Treasury 
Department ruling. 

Echoes of a Color-Line Speech. 

Mr. Balfour, during debate upon the 
South African Constitution, denied that 
It was intended to give the negro raocs 
equality with Europeans. He said that 
to giv© them equal rights would be 
to “threaten the entire fabric of civil¬ 
ization/* 

The New York World, commenting 
upon Mr. Balfour's candid utterance, 
declares a nation manifesting such in¬ 
tentions toward the negro “unfit to take 
up th© white man's burden."’ 

That the statement of the former 
British Premier should b© considered 
in America with regard to our own 
problem" is natural. Upon this point 
tho World has this to say: 

But lest a certain class of Americans, 
especially In the South, think that Mr. 
Balfour’s theories ofxovernment apply to 
this country no less Inkn to South Africa* 
let them remember that the United States 
already has a Constitution which docs 
not discriminate against black men as 
unfit for equal political rights with white 
men. Mr. Balfour may think badly of our 
Constitution, as our own Imperialists ad¬ 
mit they do when they come to apply R 
to subject peoples In our colonial posses¬ 
sions, but there It stands, and the fabric 
of our civilisation shows no immediate 
signs of col I apse." 

It may b© said in this connection 
that of all of th© nations that have 
shouldered th© "white man's burden*" 
or protended to do so, th© United 
States alone has attempted to give the 
block and brown races a square deal. 
Despite the fact that there Is more 
or less manipulation of the laws to 
lessen the political strength of the 
negro in th© South th© Afro-American 
enjoys, substantially, the rights enjoyed 
by th© average American citizen. If 
he—or his misguided friends—complain 
that b© has never been granted social 
equality It is only necrsimry to say 
that the law cannot regulate such mat¬ 
ter*. 

There is not, and never will bo, any 
opportunity for th© blank or brown 
races to progress socially among the 
whitest races. They have mixed, here 
and there upon th© face of the earth, 
with Latins from Southwestern Europe, 
to th© detriment of th© Spaniards or 
Portuguese, and without great benefit 
to th© nngioes In tropical America, or 
brown Orion tala. Thor© is no remedy 
for a condition that Is fixed. All of 
th© argument In th© world will not 
change it Thunder from pulpits, brim¬ 
stone from th© stump ar© alike im¬ 
potent. 

When? black or brown races ar© not 
dominated by an aristocratic whit© mi¬ 
nority of superior military strength they 
are about as rigidly divided into classes 
as it Is possible for a people to be. The 
tyrannous cast© system in India is, of 
course, the most notable Illustration of 
llie overbearing attitude of th© lighter 
Skinned brown man toward his darker 
brother. There a Brahmin who would 
b© mistaken for a mulatto In an Amer¬ 
ican railway coach, not only looks down 
with scorn upon th© lower cast© In¬ 
dian, but bullies him shamelessly. Gen¬ 
erally speaking the hardier and lighter 
hill tribe© in tropical countries occu 
pled by black and brown races hold 
themselves above th© darker lowland 
cn. 

It Is this assumption of racial su¬ 
periority upon the part of th© white 
man that create© friction where other 
races ar© under whit© domination. Tho 
haughty and exclusive high cast© In< 
dian resents th© refusal of the Briton 
to consider him his equal as much as 
he does th© inequality of rlgfits that 
results from that attitude upon the port 
of th© conquering race. Yet tho Idea 
of levelling ail class distinctions in his 
own country* would be abhorrent to 
him. Primarily thos© distinction© arc 
based upon & color line drawn by the 
'twice born” against persona of a 
darker tint. And thsro are class dis¬ 
tinctions In uncivilized Africa as well 
as In Asia. 

It Is extremely difficult to grant 
equality of rtghts without admitting 
racial equality. The British In India 
have not attempted seriously to give 
the native rights equal with those of 
the Englishman. Th© English In Africa 
and th© Dutch In th© East Indies have 
not even attempted to persuade the sub¬ 
ject raoes that they enjoy equal right© 
They have troubled themselves very 
Uttle about the question. America is 
attempting to guarantee a negro pop 
ulation at home and brown races In 
her Insular possession© a full measure 
of rlgilts under th© law with a white 
race that definitely declines to grant 
them social equality. 

The home experiment has been aM 
tempted for nearly a half century. It 
Is working as well as could be expected, 
but not without the Inevitable friction 
engendered by racial antipathy. In tho 
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Philippines we are treating a Malay 
population with more fairness than the 
Spaniards attempted, but th© Ameri¬ 
cans decline to meet th© Filipino on 
terms of social equality. Tho Filipino 
has not learned to Ilk© the American 
who gives him a square dual under 
th© law, but does not Invite him out, 
as well as he liked the Spaniard who 
occasionally married Into his family 
and occasionally murdered a portion of 
bis tribe, or swindled him out of his 
property. 

Our "negro problem" will ooKru it¬ 
self by remaining unsolved. That Is to 
say. we shall continue to have a large 
negro population enjoying something 
approaching equal rights without socIa! 
recognition, dissatisfied with conditions, 
yot well enough contented to b© unwill¬ 
ing to emigrate, As to how our Phil¬ 
ippine problem will result there Is 
room for debate. But no matter what 
th© outcomo may be. w© may consol© 
ourselves, as a nation, with th© knowl¬ 
edge that by this country alone has 
a genuine attempt been mode to ac¬ 
cord fair treatment to black and brown 
races with which amalgamation is not 
only undesirable, but Impossible. And 
no matter what th© outcome may b© 
th© fabric of civilisation is not threat¬ 
ened. and th© Constitution Is not at 
fault. It Is not tho fabric of civiliza¬ 
tion, but that of dominion that equal 
rights would endanger in Great Brit¬ 
ain’s colonial possessions. Her pro¬ 
gramme is cm© of conquest and repres¬ 
sion. She does not attempt to bear the 
whit© man’s burden, but merely avails 
herself of th© whit© man's opportunity. 

A guarantee of equality of rights Is 
somewhat Inconsistent with a policy of 
Imperialism which aims at aggrandise¬ 
ment of territory and Its exploitation 
for purposes of profit. 


Population of Indiana Cities. 

The Indiana State Board of Health 
has been doing some cenfus taking. 
Whether moved by a desire to forestall 
th© Federal ©numerators, or merely to 
see how good it Is at guessing, th© 
board has given out an estimate of the 
population of a number of Indiana clt- 
. The estimate is based on th© 
school census which Is taken yearly. 
In explaining how tho results ar© reach¬ 
ed the Indianapolis Star says: 

’It is estimated that th© entire pop¬ 
ulation of th© city or town whose in- 
create is being figured will be throo and 
one-half limes the school population. 
This is the basis upon whioh tho Wash¬ 
ington authorities estimate the increases, 
and by taking tho school ©numeration 
each year during th© tan years between 
th© taking of the census and adding th© 
Increase each year tho sum total glvas 
the deooaniai Increase/* 

There Is no claim, of cours©, to ab¬ 
solute correctness, but the board be¬ 
lieves th© figures given will not vary 
greatly from the returns that will b© 
mod© by th© Federal ©numerators next 
year. Th© board's estimate as to th© 
population in 1910 of some of th© prin¬ 
cipal cities In Southern Indiana gives 
Evansville 64,442; JoffersonvlU©, 12,000; 
New Albany, 22,006; ML Vernon. 8,072; 
Princeton, 6,294; Columbus, 10,000; 
Madison, 7,946; Washington, 8,922. No 
astonishing growth is shown in these 
estimates and doubtless these ambitious 
cities will attach no large importance 
to tho board's figures, preferring to wait 
for the definite results of th© Federal 
census. Evansvlll© hod a population of 
69,000 In 1900, its increase being some¬ 
thing over 6 , 000 , according to th© esti¬ 
mate. Evansvlll© probably will not 
think much of such figuring, although 
Chat city has not been growing at any 
remarks.bio rate In recent years. 

Looking at the figures for other cities 
some of them show good Increases. 
Fort Wayne Is estimate at 66,804, 
against 46,116 In I960; Terr© Haute, 
61.186, against 36,673 In 1900; Bouth 
Bend. 43,599, against 86,999 in 1900. 
There Is no* estimate for Indianapolis 
or for Gary, th© magic city of th© sand 
dunes. East Chicago, which had 8,411 
In 1900, is placed in the 10.000 class, 
while Hammond Is advanced from 12. 
000 to 20,000. Linton has doubled its 
population, advancing from 2,000 to 
6,700. Whiting has almost doubled and 
Is figured at 6,037. Laporte, of "mur 
der farm" notoriety, is raised from 
7,113 to 10,004; Michigan City from 14,- 
000 to 20,600; Marlon from 17,000 to 
24.000; Mishawaka from 6,000 to 9.000. 

Cities which th© board believes will 
show a decline in population are Alex¬ 
andria, (fonnersvllio, Craw fordsvl lie, 
Hartford City, Seymour. Valparaiso 
and Wabash. Cities showing very 
slight gains or© Logan sport, Qreens- 
burg. Huntington. Madison. Princeton 
and Washington. 

The board s figures will serve no 
especial purpose other than to furnish 
a topic of discussion for the Indiana 
newspapers. They are not likely to 
meet with hilarious approbation in any 
quarter. It will be Interustlng, how- 
over, to compare them with the real 
census returns next year—If they have 
not been forgotten before the Federal 
enumeration is complete. 

Unci© Sam’s Latest Lottery. 

The only species of lottery now hav¬ 
ing a legal existence Is the land lot¬ 
tery. which is conducted at Irregular 
Intervals by th© Federal Government. 
There are large areas of public lands 
to be given away, and th© Interior 
Department has been unable to dis¬ 
cover any fairer method of apportion¬ 
ment than by the lottery plan. The 
lands are given away by quarter sec¬ 
tions. The people of the United States 
are land hungry and the number of 
applicants Is always far in excess of the 
number of quarter sections to be dls 
trlbuted. 

When a big block of real ©state la to 
b© parceled out to land-seekers public 
announcement is mode by tho United! 
State© Land Office. The date and 
places of registration are announced 
and the rush begins. The applicants 
receive their certificates and when the 
registration Is over the lottery is held. 
It Is an exciting business and the draw¬ 
ings attract thousands of people. There 
are surprises and disappointments. 


Some draw land who never expected tt, 
and others who took a chance with high 
hopes of success get nothing. Some of 
the tracts given away ar® worth a 
small fortune; most of them are valu¬ 
able; a few merely nominal. A giiod 
many quarter sections that ar© drawn 
are never claimed. These eventually | 
are disponed of to homestead seekers. 

The Land Office has Just completed 
the allotment of several vast reserva¬ 
tions In Washington State. It Is now 
announced that tho Standing Ilock and 
Cheyenne River Indian lands In North 
and Bouth Dakota are to be opened for 
settlement. This land Is mostly In 
Bouth Dakota. It embraces 2,800,000 
acres, but a large amount of it Is to b© 
apportioned among tho Indians. This 
will leave about 7,000 quarter sections 
to b© allotted by drawing to settlers. 
October 4 has been named as th© date 
for registration and th© places of reg¬ 
istration are Aberdeen, Mobrldg© and 
Lemmon, all In South Dakota. Most of 
these lands ar© said to be fertile, well 
wooded and watered. The entire tract 
Is traversed by a railroad, an advant¬ 
age not possessed by any of th© reser¬ 
vations heretofore thrown open to 
homestead era 

Evidently there will be a big rush 
for tho Dakotas, for Unci© Sam's lot¬ 
teries always ax© heralded widely. Th© 
newspapers tell about It a© a matter of 
news. The railroads nearest tho vicin¬ 
ity of th© drawing advertise it strongly 
as a matter of business. It Is probable 
thore will be no fewer than 100,000 
applications for th© 7,000 homesteads; 
possibly th© number may b© even 
larger. Th© chances of drawing a 
quarter section ar© small, but that will 
deter no applicants and many will 
travel hundreds of miles to be In at 
tho distribution. 

On© who would apply for a tract of 
land must be a bona fldo citizen of th© 
United States, either native born or 
naturalized. He or she must be ovor 21 
years of age or th© head of a family, 
and must not b© th© owner of more 
than 160 acres of land In any State or 
Territory. Thero ar© certain require¬ 
ments to be compiled with in case th© 
applicant Is successful In securing a 
tract, the most Important of which is 
residence on the land for a certain 
length of tlmo. 

Kentuckians ore proverbially handy 
at taking a chance and a good many of 
them doubtless will be attracted by the 
distribution of these Dakota lands. 
Where there Is “something doing" Ken¬ 
tuckians are always on hand. They are 
adventurous, aggressive and acquisi¬ 
tive. For tho benefit of any who feel 
a hunger for Indian lands and a hank¬ 
ering for th© glad, free llfo of the 
Northwest the Courier-Journal has 
supplied the details herewith regarding 
Uncle Bom’s latest lottery.

Clams (long) slightly boiled and picked

tablespoonful. powdered clove* one-half 
toospoonful, hard crackers, previously 
soaJux* In cold water, block pepper to 
suit th© taste. 

Directions for making: First fry th© 
pork, add a little water, then add the 
onlofia finely sliced; boll until they are 
cooked, then add. as much water as you 
wunt»for th© chowder. Next put In tho 
potatoes, finely sliced, and boll until 
cooked. Next put In the clams, with the 
rims chopped fine, with a little of the 
Clam broth. Put In the seasoning when 
you do the potatoes. Whon the chowder 
is nearly don© put in a little flour thicken, 
ing. after which put In th© crackers previ¬ 
ously soaked in cold water. Boll all tO' 
gather slightly. If tho chowder is not 
sulty enough add more clam broth; If too 
salty, add more fresh water.

Treasure* of English Cathedrals.

What hidden treasure®, chiefly In tho 
way of ancient document*, still lie hurled 
and undiscovered within the wall* of our 
ancient cathedral* It would be difficult to 
estimate. That there are such 1* proved 
by the recent discoveries at Worc®*ter 
Cathedral, where some thousands of docu¬ 
ments hitherto lying unnoticed In the 
Edgar tower of the cathedral have been 
brought to light.

Black left a mcaaage to the effoct 
that James Bernard, of 110 West ave¬ 
nue. could furnish Information about 
him. Bernard, however, knew* very 
little about Diark. In company with 
Mr*. Bernard and an octree* named 
Jean Leroy, he met Black at a depot 
recently. Ml** Leroy called to-day at 
the morgue, where the body ha* been 
taken, but was not able to glvo much 
information.

Several of 
tho doctors were u.-.k»d about the ru¬ 
mor L&st (tight, but all declined to dis¬ 
cus* 1L 

According to Dr. Harry M. Ooodman, 
the academic year following the ab¬ 
sorption of the old Kentucky University 
netted a sum of 823,570, earned by the 
medical faculty. Ail this money wib 
delivered to tho board, but ha* never 
been seen or hoard from since. It l* 
alleged. Under the agreement of the 
consolidation tho amount left on hand 
after tho ^xponse* for tho year were 
paid, should have boon distributed 
among the members of the faculty. Dr. 
Goodman doc* not know* the expenses 
of tho university that year, but says 
they usually ran up to 811,009 or 
812.000, which would leave a trifle more 
than 812.000 to be distributed um>aig 
the member* of the faculty. 

It 1* not known who or what physi¬ 
cians are advocating the lawsuit to re¬

tirely." 

Admit* Authorship of Articles. 

Mr. Kaufman after some reluctance 
and delav admitted that he was the 
author or a series of article* published 
In tho Lexington Leader and signed 
"Fair Play." which strongly defended 
tho water company. When asked what 
his reason* were for writing these arti¬ 
cles die replied: 

"I thought that the newspapers were 
doing the water company an injustice 
and I wanted to defend the company. 
Suppose that I have u partner with me 
In the dry gi»od* business and he goo* 
out and says that I am a rascal and 
that my g<»ods are of no account. 
Wouldn’t I have a right to explain to 
the people that he Is not telling the 
truth?" ' 

Even Mr. Kaufman's placid serenity 
wa* ruffled by Mr. -StoU’s questions 
and he characterized some of them os 
Impertinent. 

Howard K. Bell, engineer and goneml 
manager of tho waterworks plant, tes¬ 
tified that a portion of the village of 
Cadentown was on the watershed of 
reservoir No. 4. but which Is only used 
a* n reserve. He said nothing but a 
survey ha* been made to determine tho 
c «st of diverting the drainage of Cuden- 
town to North Elkhorn Creak, which 1* 
not on the watershed. This would coat 
from 810,000 to 812.000.

President and Directors Louisville Board of Trade: 

Gentlemen: The special committee provided for by resolu¬ 
tion of the Board of Directors, August 26, 1908, to make investi¬ 
gation as to the complaint of Mr. C. M. Bullitt that the 
Cumbcrto-d Telephone and Telegraph Company was unfairly 
raising its rates for service in this city, and was discriminating 
in rates amongst its patrons, etc., have to report that they have 
carefully made inquiry as to the facts and have failed to find a 
single instance in which said telephone company has charged a 
rate for any of the various classes of telephone service other 
than was determined by the old committee of the Board of '‘''rade 
(which agreement was to determine the rate for a term of three 
years) in its report submitted to the Board of Directors of the 
Board of Trade, September 4, 1907, nor have we found any dis¬ 
crimination as between patrons except that the increase in 
rates allowed by the old committee was not made by the tele¬ 
phone company to apply to all patrons at the same time, for 
the reason, as stated by the company, that there were outstand¬ 
ing contracts between the company and its patrons which 
expired at different times, and for the further reason that it 
was not feasible for the company to at once so alter its rules as 
to make the hew rates apply to all patrons £t the same date. 

In regard to whether the rates determined upon by the old 
committee, under the agreement entered into between the Board 
of Directors and the Cumberland Telephone and Telegraph 
Company in April, 1907, are fair and reasonable, your committee 
have only to say that the old committee appear to have made 
a most thorough investigation of the whole subject, their in¬ 
quiry extending through five months, during which time they 
held sixteen meetings; had before them for interrogation officers 
and employes of the telephone company, and others, and the 
assistance of a high-^radc, expert accountant employed by the 
committee, ivid wc have nothing before us on which we can 
base an opinion that the old committee erred in their conclusion. 

Your committee desire to call your attention to t)he fact that 
under the agreement with the telephone company, the rates 
fixed by the old committee were to stand for three years from 
July 1, 1907, and that about one-half of that time has now ex¬ 
pired. If at the expiration of the full period of three years it 
is found that the profits of the telephone company, after care¬ 
ful and economical cor'*- ,; ng of its business, have been great¬ 
er than should be allowed, the rates and charge for the future 
can be intelligently adjusted. 

We a that this report be received and filed, and that the 
committee be discharged.

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson was 
Joined here to-day by Dr. Ira Hemsen. 
of Baltimore; Dr. Russell H. Chllten- 
den, of New Haven. Conn.; Dr. John 
IL Long, of Evanston. III., and Dr. 
Christian H. I-Ierter. of New York City, 
all members of tho Remeen Referee 
Board, which was created by Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt In the latter part of his 
Administration, to docid* upon disput¬ 
ed points In the enforcement of the 
several pure food laws. 

They will appear before the conven¬ 
tion to defend their findlngu that ben 
nwU> of soda Is not harmful when used 
In small quantities. On the other hand, 
in the association, which is composed 
of food commissioners and export 
chermms from every estate, there is a 
faction which asserts that the Rein- 
sen experiments had not been accepted 
as conclusive, and tho question whether 
bensoot#’ of j*xla Is or is not liarmful 
when taken constantly In the many 
foods In which It Is used,, is still an 
open one.

Dr. Barnard's Address. 


In discussing "Sanitary' Inspection of 
Food Products and Distribution,*' Dr. 
U. E. Barnard said: 

"The question of purity In food has 
now been superseded by that of sanita¬ 
tion in the handling of food. While 
by sheer force of law w© are compell¬ 
ing food and drug manufacturers to 
guarantee purity we are almost entirely 
neglecting sanitary milk production, 
clean bakoshops and wholesome mar¬ 
kets. We forget that meat, sterilized 
by heat, cannot contain injurious bac¬ 
teria, and that our bread and milk 
may be swarming with the germs of 
filth, even though they conform to all 
legal standards of strength and compo¬ 
sition. 

"In other words, we must not longer 
ignore the Important fact that foods, 
though chemically pure, may be said - 
tartly unlit to eat. 

"The enforcement of the Federal meat 
Inspection law has solved the meat 
problem for city dwellers, but the time 
has corne when we must put a slop to 
tli© distribution of unfit meat sent 
abroad by the small slaughter houses. 
• • • 

Handling of Bread. 


"While most bakoshops are now sani¬ 
tary. the condition under which bread 
Is handled after It leaves tho place 
is subject to serious criticism. Being 
carried In unclean baskets, crushed 
against dirty frocks or distributed by 
unwashed hands, it carries an amount 
of germs unpleasant to think about. 
Dust kicked up by the horses* heels, 
throwing the bread Into the wagon In¬ 
discriminately with vinegar jugs, a 
kerosene can and a sack of onions all 
suggests the necessity for a dust-proof 
wrapper. 

'Does the consumer know that tho 
dried fruits, crackers, sugar and other 
articles commonly sold in bulk are free 
from flies and worms? 

’Does ho know that the refrigerators 
are free from odor and mould? 

"W© need laws that will compel the 
shopkeeper to protect his wares from 
the flying dust of the streets. Along 
with the law that forbids the sale of 
milk which contains chemicals wv want 
law that will prohibit tho sale of 
milk which contains tilth, probably 
more destructive to health than chem¬ 
icals. 

T have nek touched upon the meth¬ 
ods employt-d at some canning fac¬ 
tories. pickling houses and Ice cream 
factories. But all these subjects sug¬ 
gest the necessity for a vigorous cam¬ 
paign for cleanliness as well as purity 
In too&r _

When the "ulUmnit© consumed’ here¬ 
after tries to Import free of duty 
inch "works of art" a* are thus llb- 
erally admitted to the shores of Amer¬ 
ica by provisions In tho new tariff 
measure, he will have to havo several 
affidavit* to storing on the customs men 
before they let his objects d'art 
through. 

The Treasury Department has Just 
amended the customs regulations to 
cover these provisions. The tariff law 
provided for the free admission of 
works of art. such as sculptures and 
paintings which had been In existence 
twenty years or more, and also for an 
«qua> privilege for other art rejects ov*r 
100 years old. 

The now customs regulations Just Is¬ 
sued make two affidavits as to the age 
of the articles necessary to secure free 
admission. The "twenty-year clause"

jects intendod for purposes of utility, 
such as tapestries, paper hanging.-*, 
stained glass windows, and the like, 
are to come within Its provisions.

Motion of dismissal of the amended 
and supplemental petition In tho 
Gayety Theater -one waa lodged In the 
Circuit Clerk's office yesterday after¬ 
noon by Joseph M. Huffaker, Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney, by whom the 
action filed late on Tuesday aft¬ 
ernoon.

PLACE BY GRAND LODGE 


Resolution Providing For Mileage 
Allowance Increase Voted Down 
By Delegates. 


Frankfort was chosen as the next 
meeting place at the second day's 
slon of the Grand Lodge of Knights 
and Ladies bf Honor held yesterday 
at Liberty Hail. This is the first time 
the meeting place has been changed 
from Louisville In twenty years. Other 
business transacted by tho lodge con¬ 
sisted of discussions of the inner work¬ 
ings of the order.

With seventy-six delegates, repre¬ 
senting nearly 3.400 members, present, 
the conference was called to order by 
Judge S. B. Watts, supreme protector, 
at 10 o'clock yesterday morning. 
Among the cities which contested for 
the next meeting place were Louisville 
and Bowling Green, but both withdrew 
in favor of Frankfort. Those who made 
Interesting addresses In be half of the 
order yesterday morning were O. T. 
Leatherman. who has served continu¬ 
ously since 1901 as grand protector, and 
who was re-elected Tuesday; W. 8. 
Waller. A Field and Henry Barker. 

Among the questions which came up 
for discussion at the morning session 
was that of increasing the mileage al¬ 
lowance from 4 to 6 cents, but this was 
voted down by the delegates. The re¬ 
ports of tho various oommltrees showed 
the organisation to be in excellent con¬ 
dition. At 1 o'clock the meeting ad¬ 
journed for luncheon. 

The afternoon session began at 2 
o'clock and the principal business of 
the dosing session was the Installation 
of the officers who wero elooted Tues¬ 
day.

The Reed audit ordinance was sent 
to Mayor Grinstcad by City Attorney 
Clayton E. BLakey yesterday. The or¬ 
dinance becomes a taw at the expira¬ 
tion of three days unless the Mayor 
utlaches his veto to the measure. It 
can become a law before that time If 
Mayor Gnnstead signs it to-day or to¬ 
morrow. It Is hardly believed that 
Mayor >Qrinste*d will havo the hardi¬ 
hood to veto the measure, as It pro¬ 
vides the best system for checking 
claims against the city that is possible 
under the city's charter. 

The administration Is against the 
ordinance because it does away with 
Aldermen like Mr. Stern upproving the 
bills of the Itrin employing them, 
of this it is extremely doubt¬ 
ful If the Mayor will dare to veto the 
measure, because It Is recognized as 
tho most beneficial Instrument passed 
during the term of the present admin¬ 
istration. The ordinance is a thorn in 
the flesh of the Mayor and his ad¬ 
herents because It was lntioduced by 
Alderman J. Duff Reed, whose efforts 
for honest government resulted In his 
name being left off the Republican 
ticket now in the field.

Before the exposure of the Mayor's 
claim ordinance, which was designed 
to nullify the Reed ordinance the mo¬ 
ment It becamo a law, the Mayor would 
have signed the Reed ordinance happy, 
in the knowledge that it would soon 
bo repealed by the deftly worded In¬ 
strument he caused to be introduced 
at the last meeting of the General 
Council, on the night the Reed ordi¬ 
nance passed the fast of the two boards. 
But now that the provisions of the 
nullification ordinance are generally 
known, another smooth political move 
is accessary before the Reed ordinance 
can be gotten out of the way without 
serious injury. 

Should the Mayor veto the ordinance 
his fine hand would be easily discern- 
able in the lower board. The measure 
passed this body by the unanimous 
vote of administration and Insurgent 
members. If his veto was sustained it 
would be neceaaary for the administra¬ 
tion members to vote against the in¬ 
strument. Tho members have done 
this before and could In all probability 
be persuaded to do so again, but the 
appearances would be decidedly bad 
and would cause no small sensation. 

• • • 

Gives Mayor Autocratic Power. 


The claim ordinance, which' was to 
have at one blow killed two birds, gives 
the Mayor autocratic power over the 
members of both boards and makes 
the payment of almost every nickel of 
the city’s money subject to the whims 
of a Mayor. The ordinance also was 
designed as a death blow to the Reed 
measure, as It repealed that highly 
beneficial law. The claim ordinance 
ls now In the hands of Alderman Stern, 
who approves the bills of the firm 
which employs him. Alderman Stem 
voted for the Reed measure, but wheth¬ 
er he had knowledge that it was to be 
nullified is not known. 

The Reed ordinance provides that the 
Auditor's office check up and approve 
all claims against the city before they 
are paid. At present the Auditor Is lit¬ 
tle moro than a warrant clerk. Mr. 
Blakey did not say whether he had 
found any legal flaws in the Reed 
measure. It Is hardly likely that he 
did, as It was pronounced In accord¬ 
ance with the charter before It was 
passed. ^ ^ ^ _
